Last month 152 such 
permits were issued and 155 
were issued in April of 1974 
Single family construction 
declined 32 percent

Although 
considerable 
attention has been focused 
recently on adoption of 
V ietnam ese orphans, the 
fact rem ains that 
there 
aren't enough to go around

alternative for residents ot 
Collin County and other 
counties in the Dallas area 
The Dallas County Child 
W elfare 
office 
has 
an 
overflow of children up for 
adoption. 
Like many of the Viet­ 
nam ese 
orphans, 
these 
children are for the most 
part not toddlers, but range 
in age from six to 13 
The Dallas County Child 
Welfare office serves an 
eight-county area including 
Collin County and Sherry 
(tray of the office says “we 
would like to place children 
rn every city in every county 
we serve.” 
She went on to say that 
many ot the children arc* 
considered “hard to place’ 
because of their age but that

A young man who owned a saw mill in Moxley, Indiana in 
1875 traded the business for 50,000 acres in Crosby County, 
Texas and established the first Quaker Colony in the Lone 
Star State. 
Paris Cox was offered the trade by a railroad agent, and as 
a result of the negotiation, he brought the first colonists to 
the High Plains of Texas where the town of Estacado was 
founded in 1879. However, it was first called Marietta in 
honor of Cox’s w ife, and was the county seat from 1886 until 
1890. 
The first Ango-American agricultural experiments on the 
Llano Estacado were conducted there by the Quakers, who 
had bought their land from Cox for only 25 cents an acre! 
The Quakers formed a wagon train of 30 families to make 
the trip to Texas, but wily seven families were successful in 
completing the journey. However, before the town was 
abandoned, they enjoyed a decade of lush harvest of grain 
and fruits that proved the worth of the area. A grasshopper 
scourge in 1892 and drought the next year disheartened 
them, and by 1900 all had gone. Estacado became a ghost 
town of a few tombstones that overlook the grave of Cox, who 
died before his 43rd birthday.

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Legislators Considering Law Change

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - 
Legislators are considering 
a change in state adoption 
laws which welfare workers 
say could open up a gray 
market in babies in Texas. 
Senators unanimously ap­ 
proved the bill last week to 
exempt lawyers from laws 
requiring anyone who places 
a child for adoption to be 
licensed by the Welfare 
Department. 
Twenty of the 31 senators 
are lawyers; the bill passed 
without debate. 
“It’s incredible to me that 
that passed,” said Bobbie M. 
Matthews, 
the 
Welfare 
D epartm ent’s director of 
Children and Family Ser­ 
vices. “Why should lawyers 
be above everybody else?” 
Attorneys 
thought 
for 
years they were not subject 
to 
the 
licensing 
requirements but Attorney 
General John L. Hill ruled 
last year lawyers, doctors 
and ministers were violating 
the law by placing children 
for adoption. 
The threat of a fine of up to 
$1,000 and a year in jail 
curtailed the practice which 
welfare workers estimated 
previously accounted for 
one-fourth of all adoptions in 
the state. 
“There was a big drop-off

on it being done,” Ms.

tape and help many couples 
who otherwise would not be 


able to adopt children or who 
would face lengthy waits. 
Gammage sponsored last 
week’s legislation. 
Sen. H. Tati Santiesteban, 
D-El Paso, a co-sponsor of 
Gammage’s bill, said some 
women refuse to deal with 
official placement agencies 


and make less than adequate 
arrangements for children 
they do not want.

adoption, I can't do it. It’s a 
m isdem eanor offense for 
me,” Santiesteban said. “ I 


have to send her to an 
adoption agency. She won’t 
do it. So she goes across the 
border and just gives her 
child away.”

allows a mother or father to 
place a child with anyone 
they choose for adoption. 


Gammage said his bill 
allows an attorney to act in 
place of the parent to select 
who to give the child to. 
Ms. 
Matthews said at­ 
torneys lack the training in 
child care, psycho-social 
development and family 
structures to know how to 


e v a l u a t e 
p r o s p e c t i v e 
parents or 
to 
help 
in­ 
dividuals face emotional 
problems encountered in 
adoptions. 
“It is true that many of 
these placements are good,” 
she said. “But why not offer 
the child protection from 
those doctors, ministers and 
lawyers that are making bad 
placements? Why have a 
system that allows for the 
bad ones?”

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TV News Reporters Also Perform

NEW YORK (U PI) - A 
newswoman flies a kite in 
Central Park; a local an­ 
chorman jokes endlessly 
with his weatherman; and a 
TV network ballyhoos its 
newsroom as the last word in 
space-age technology. 
This is the growing style of 
television news program­ 
ming in the 
1970s, the 
regrettable practice that 


makes reporters perform 
like jugglers instead of 
journalists. 
And what is especially 
disturbing is that the many 
TV newsmen and news 
executives 
think, 
and 
honestly believe, that this 
form of “ journalism” is not 
only proper, but necessary. 
They equate good news with 
good 
ratings, 
and 
any 
method that 
grabs 
the 


Good Ratings Essential to News 


audience, by the mind or by 
the emotions, is okay. 
With this mentality, the 
new breed TV executive has 
given rise to news packagers 
— computerized research 
firms which will help boost 
the ratings and the careers 


of their employers, 
no 
matter how foolish newsmen 
look. News jockeys view TV 
journalism as a vehicle for 
entertainment first, and 
conduit 
of 
information 
second. 
As a 
result of 
news 


research, some of which 
includes skintesting sample 
audiences and wiring up 
potential viewers to elec­ 
trodes, we can switch our 
dials and see newmen doing 
tricks. See the anchorman 
get hit with a pie! 


We also see a good deal of 
time spent on small talk 
instead of news dispatches. 
And, if a show seems to be 
slipping, bring in a new set of 
desks. A change of a hairdo 
will do wonders. 
The news doctors also 


have created entire formats 
for their clients. We have 
giggly “ Happy Talk” news, 
which lets newsmen fall all 
over themselves reading the 
latest tragedy. Right now, 
someone is laughing in your 
living room. 
There is also the short, 
punchy tabloid style of blood 
and flesh. If we can’t have 
violence and sex in prime 
time, let’s cram it into the 
OUTDOOR BUYS

news. And we also have the 
use of news personalities, 
men or women hired for 
their chemistry and not their 
news abilities. Just reading 
a telepfompter or putting a 
microphone in someone’s 
hand makes a journalist. If a 
guy can sell dog food, he can 
peddle news. 
Although most of this kind 
of journalism is at the local 
station level, there are inci­ 
dents of this at the networks. 
ABC’s quasi-news-entertain- 
ment show, “ AM America,” 
is one example of bankrupt 
journalism. The rise of news 
personality Tom Snyder at 
NBC and public relations 
blitz on Sally Quinn at CBS 
are others. There is also the 
growing 
use 
of 
pop 
documentaries, which go 
after soft news subjects 
rather than exposing social 
or political evils. 
TTiis style of broadcast 
journalism panders to the 
lowest common denominator 
— the basest emotions. 
Watergate and the Vietnam 
war would might have been 
sloughed 
off 
as 
light 
features, if news jockeys had 
their way. 
A television network or a 
local station should make its 
news programming stand 
for integrity and not schlock. 


Indian 


T reaties 


Ignored

WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Although recent demon­ 
strations have been sparked 
by economic grievances, the 
real genesis of the Indian 
protest movement was the 
government’s failure to 
honor certain treaty obliga­ 
tions. 
In the main, I believe, the 
United States has been fairly 
scrupulous about adhering to 
the pacts it has signed. 
Why, then, we may ask, 
were Indian treaties treated 
differently? 
No historian I, but I do 
have a theory that might 
help explain the tendency for 
these 
covenants 
to 
be 
broken: 
Let us consider a passage 
in the book “ As Long as the 
Grass Shall Grow” by Oliver 
La Farge. 
“ When our forefathers 
made their treaties with the 
Indians, 
they sought for 
language 
which 
should 
convince a people utterly 
innocent of our legalities 
that these promises were 
binding and eternal,” he 
writes. 
“ Let (the Indians) with­ 
draw beyond a certain line, 
let them live in amity with 
their white brethren, and 
they would be left in peace 
‘as long as the rivers shall 
run and the grass shall 
grow.’” 
Does that lyrical phrase 
quoted above sound like the 
warranty 
on 
a 
color 
television set? The fine print 
on an insurance policy? Not 
in the least. 
It sounds exactly like 
something you would say to 
a girl. It sounds, in fact, very 
much like the lyrics of an old 
love song called ‘“ Til the 
End of Time.” 
Striving to make some 
headway with the one you 
adore, you vow that “ as long 
as stars are in the blue, as 
long as there’s a spring and 
birds to sing, ITI go on loving 
you.” 
When that doesn’t get you 
to first base, you gaze into 
her cool and limpid green 
eyes and rhapsodize as 
follows: 
“ ‘Til the well runs dry, ‘til 
each mountain disappears, 
ITI be there for you to care 
for you through laughter and 
through tears.” 
Whereupon she melts into 
your arms, and a couple of 
years later the two of you are 
consulting divorce lawyers. 
In short, any realist recog­ 
nizes that romantic avowals 
of perpetuity are no more 
substantial than trips to the 
moon on gossamer wings. 
Chances are the gove'm- 
ment officials who broke 
those Indian treaties had 
used that line with dozens of 
girls. 
So when they encountered 
the affirmations about the 
eternal grass and rivers, it 
had a subliminal impact on 
their subconscious, causing 
them to view the pledges as 
transitory and volatile.

No Coddling In Army

NEW YORK (UPI) - This 
is tho Army, Miss and Mrs. 
Jones. And if you’re in it, 
there’s no coddling, except 
for the fact you’re not 


allowed in combat if there is 
another skirmish, another 
war. 
Otherwise, in almost all 
respects, 
the 
U.S. 
Army 
today treats women as equal 
with men, But as for combat, 


Secretary of Army Howard 
H. Callaway has this to say: 
“You know the attitude 
tow ard 
w om en 
today 
compared to five years ago 
is changing, so I can only 
speak of the present. The 
Army 
lead ersh ip 
today 
would take the position that 
we are not going to put 
women in com bat until 
required by the law or the 
courts. 
“ We 
don’t, think 
the 
country is ready for it.” 
“ We don't think when 
Israel tried it, it worked as 
well as they thought it was 
going to and backed off. 
“We don’t think it’s a more 
effective arm y by doing that 
(putting women in the front 
lines) 
But of course, 
if 
required to by presidential 
order, by the courts, by ERA 
(Equal Rights Amendment), 
of course we’re going to do it. 
But we don’t intend to get 
ahead of it and do it... 
“ If ERA passes, I will be 
in favor of whatever the 
courts say because I’m in 
favor of the law of the land.’’ 
S ecretary 
C allaw ay’s 
views on women’s role in the 
arm y were expressed in an 
interview with the UPI 
Editorial Board. He went 
into the equal rights m atter 
in answer to a question 
concerning those critics of 
the amendment who say that 
its 
passage

“ I'm not proor anti ERA,” 
he said. “ If ERA is passed, 
the courts will decide or 
interpret.

DEAR DR. GREENSTONE, I’m trying to do what is best 
r my kids, and I am not s u r^ t’s enough. How do you know 
r sure? 
DEAR READER, Often, I hear the questions from 
irents, “Am I doing what is best for my kids? Am I doing 
11 can do to do that which is expected of me? Will my ideas 
id values influence my children in the wrong way? Am I 
io hard or too easy on diem?; too dictatorial or too per- 
rissive?” 
We, as parents, can only raise our children in the best way 
tat we know how to raise them. We can only do what we 
rink is best because we think that it is best. We can only 
lise them according to our values because all we have is 
lr own values. We are who we are, and, although we can 
noose to develop better child-rearing skills, we still 
laintain our basic values, beliefs, and priorities. 
Few parents I know are trying to destroy their children’s 
ves, but they often live in constant fear that they are doing 
ie wrong thing, or to the opposite extreme, are quite 
efensive about the idea that they might be. Either attitude 
lay not be very healthy or very conducive to effective 
motional growth for child or parent. 
While to shield a child from the emotional realities of his 
'orld, say anxiety for instance, is just as detrimental as 
ver-exposure, the fact is that anxiety does exist, and can be 
ealt with effectively. 
Part of our job as parents, rather than worrying about 
'hat might happen, or how to keep things from happening, is 
I help our children to learn to effectively and adaptively 
andle what IS happening all around them. 
We may not have all of the answers, but who does? And 
esides, kids should know that mom and dad are human and 
ubject to fallabilities. Errorless robots make dull, inef- 
ective parents for human children. 
Be who you are. Accept your limitations and fallabilities, 
tecognize that your values provide an important point of 
eparture for the values of your children. 
It is very hard for a child to be “anti” something that he 
as never had. Help them learn to make choices and 
ecisions about their lives so that even in rebellion against 
ou, their final decisions are based on sound, logical 
udgements. 
As children grow to adulthood, eventually they will choose 
Recourse that their lives will take. We cannot, and probably 
/ould not want to, keep them from doing this. And certainly, 
/e cannot do it for them. 
Begin living with your children, rather than living for 
hem. Represent yourself and your values to your children 
ccurately and unhypocr ideally. Be who and what you say 
ou are, and do not compromise this. 
Kids are not required to agree with the way you run your 
ife, but they should understand that you also have guiding 
trincipies by which you live. Above all, do what you think is 
ogical and realistic to do at the moment, and take time to 
levelop the needed skills to do this effectively. Develop your 
wn skillful, sensitive, consistent approach to your kids, and 
•void the confusion of the popular magazine articles which 
ell you to try first one thing and then another. 
Parenting can be a very meaningful experience if first we 
• ealize that we can count on ourselves to do what is needed.

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Voice of Beck 
Behind Heros

- 
Everyone watched the radio 
as well as listened in the old 
days. Eyes were pinned to 
the speaker waiting for the 
powerful 
voice that was 
coming any minute... 
“ It’s a bird ... It’s a plane 
... It’s Superman!” 
Actually, it was Jackson 
Beck. 
Beck’s was the voice that 
carried danger, suspense 
and doom over the airwaves 
to American living rooms. 
He 
introduced 
the 
“Superman” program and, 
when the man of steel was 
laid low by kryptonite and 
missed a performance, Beck 
could 
double 
as 
the 
superhero. 
He also gave us the voices 
of the Cisco 
Kid, 
Philo 
Vance, one of the Gang 
Busters, Dick Tracy and 
“The Man Behind the Gun.” 
Radio drama died in the 
early 1950s. The radio script 
writers drifted to California 
to write for the movies and 
television, and radio drama 
actors, like silent 
movie 
actors, followed the drifters 
to California to movie sets 
and television studios. 
But Beck, a short, portly 
man whose thinning blonde 
hair shows traces of gray, 
stayed in New York where 
he now does television 
commercials —beer spots, 
Volkswagen ads. 
But 
he 
misses the old days of radio, 
which he says was a finer 
form of entertainment — 


“the theater of imagination” 
—than television. 
“ You 
w eren’t 
lim ited 
because you were eight feet 
tall or two feet tall to play 
any particular type of role,” 
he said. “Sometimes it was a 
shock for listeners to find out 
that Superman is really a 
sort of a short pudgy guy, a 
short guy 5 foot, 4 inches tall. 
“That’s the great thing 
about radio. You heard a 
voice, you heard sound ef­ 
fects, and you dressed the 
set. It was all yours and 
nobody else could intrude.” 
Most radio actors were 
freelancers who led hectic 
lives, Beck said, jumping 
from show to show, studio to 
studio in one day just 
minutes before air time. 
“ We either had cabs 
waiting or we hired am ­ 
bulances ... or something 
that could get through traffic 
and get 
you 
from one 
commitment to another.” 
Changing 
from 
the 
powerful 
voice 
of the 
Superman announcer during 
an interview, Beck switched 
to The Cisco Kid, then a 
cowboy, 
a 
fighter, and 
finally a lover. 
“ My darling,” he said in a 
thick Spanish accent, “you 
are the most bee-you-tee-ful 
ting I have ever seen. Kiss 
me.” 
For entertainment value, 
Beck said, radio was “better 
than the usual stuff you see 
on television. I mean, how 
many detectives can there 
be?”

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — We have no desk space to speak of but 
much paper work to do. I would like to know how we can 
organize our papers with no desk or drawer space. We can­ 
not afford a desk at this time. — EMMA. 
DEAR EMMA — At a junk yard or garage sale you might 
find two saw horses and a plain flush door, put the door 
across the saw horses and you have a desk that could be 
painted any desired color. A piece of heavy plywood might 
be used instead of the door. Two-drawer fiberboard files 
can be bought very inexpensively. I bought one at a dis­ 
count store, pasted tortoise shell patterned paper to the 
drawer fronts (the rest was painted black) and have found 
it has worked well for over IO years. Such a file is about end 
table height and could substitute for a table if space is 
limited and such a table is needed. This holds cardboard 
file folders and would accommodate all the papers any 
average family would have. — POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the makers of baby 
clothes. Why, oh why, do they make baby slacks so short from the 
waist to the crotch? That is where more room is needed to allow 
for the diaper baby wears. At the prices charged for such clothes 
you would think they could do a better job. — MRS. J.K. 
DEAR POLLY — I want to tell Mrs. H.L.C. how I mark a hem 
in a dress with no outside help. If the dress is too long find one in 
your closet that is the correct length and slip that garment over 
the one to be hemmed. Have both on a hanger and be sure the tops 
and seams are even. Hang over a door or elsewhere and make 
your hemline by pinning or marking along the bottom of the 
shorter hemline. Pin up the new hem and sew. It should be just 
right. The same can be done with pants. — MRS.K W.S. 
DEAR POLLY — and MRS.H.L.C. — I, too, must mark most of 
my own hems so I bought a skirt marker that uses a white powder 
for the marking and is made to clamp on the edge of a door. Once 
I got this at the right level I made a small mark on the door to in­ 
dicate where I should clamp on the marker. When I want to hem a 
dress I put it on and use this marker, pin up the hem, put the 
dress back on and check its evenness in the mirror. This works 
very well for me. — DIDI. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pointer is for those who are terrified 
when washing their good crystal and other large and delicate 
pieces. Before filling the sink with soap and water place a heavy 
terry cloth towel so that it covers the bottom of the sink. This 
eliminates the worry of breaking dishes from knocking them 
against the bottom of the sink. Do be careful not to strike an item 
against the faucet. You feel much safer as you do not hear that 
expensive glassware clinking in the sink. — MRS.R.N.H.

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Beef Often Overcooked 
Poor Preparation Can Ruin Quality 


By MICHAEL O. WESTER 
LUBBOCK, Tex. (UPI) - 
Almost as much beef is 
ruined on the cooking range 
as the open range, says a 
Texas 
Tech 
University 
professor. 
“Housewives often feel un­ 
easy about meat cookery 
and welcome any help,” said 
Boyd Ramsey, a professor of 
animal science. “An ex­ 
cellent steak can become 
ordinary or poor in eating 
quality 
if 
improperly 
cooked, and a potentially 
tough cut can be made 
tender with proper cooking.” 
Ramsey said the meat 
section of tile Department of 
.Animal Science at Texas 


Tech is doing a lot more 
study 
of 
proper 
home 
cooking of beef. 
He said common errors 
include using the wrong 
cooking methods for a 
particular cut. 
“Dry heat methods of 
broiling or roasting should 
be used on tender steaks. 
Braising or cooking in liquid 
is needed for less tender 
cuts. 
“The other major problem 
usually is overcooking. Meat 
which is potentially tender, 
juicy and flavorful will 
become tougher, dry and 
less 
flavorful 
if 
over­ 
cooked.” 
Ramsey 
recommends 


using a meat thermometer 
even with steaks. 
“Steaks already are cut 
too 
thin 
for 
optimum 
palatability,” he said. 
The larger the ribeye, the 
thinner steaks are cut to 
keep a reasonable cost per 
serving cost, he said. 
“We need thicker cuts to 
retain juiciness during coo­ 
king.” 
He said they could be 
obtained by making primary 
steak cuts thicker and 
dividing them into portions. 
Present practice results in 
thinner steaks cut all the 
way across a muscle or 
muscles. 
A few years ago he thought 


cutting procedures would 
change to give an advantage 
to larger and more muscular 
cattle. But he said it hasn’t 
happened yet. 
“Beef is the most popular 
meat, but it may not remain 
so if some of its eating 
quality is lost through failure 
to select for it,” he said. 
“In the near future, a 
shaking of the exotic cattle’s 
tree likely will occur,” he 
said. “After we get past the 
initial stages when con­ 
siderable money can be 
made from scarcity, the 
breeds or strains which have 
something to offer will stay 
and the others will fade 
away.” 


Ramsey said feeders and 
producers currently like 
exotic 
breeds 
such 
as 
Simmental, Maine Anjou, 
Limousin, Chianina and 
Murray Grey because of 
their fast weight gain and 
large amounts of muscle. 
He added that exotic cattle 
account for only about IO per 
cent of the 60 per cent of 
crossbreds now being fed for 
marketing. 


“If beef is to continue (in) 
its 
lofty 
place 
in 
the 
marketplace, breeders must 
apply selection pressure to 
traits other than just daily 
gain, weight per day of age 
and hair coat color.
